Grand Forks, 'Sept. 10.— Four mem- 
bers of tho party of British editors now 
touring Canada spont three hours hero 
today. They were, F. G. Lesage. Lon- 
lon Daily Telegraph; Jos. Proudfoot, 
Glasgow Herald; Jas. Lumsden, Leeds 
'Mercury, and G. iM. Howe, Highland 
Xews, Inverness. The visitors were mot 
at Bobson by Mayor T. W. Holland, 
and were greeted on their arrival at 
tho C. P. R. depot hy a civic reception 
committee, comprising the aldermen and 
other proponent citizens. At the Yale 
hotel the president of the Board of 
Trade and M. Burrell. in lirief speeches, 
extended hearty welcome to the jour- 
nalists. Mr. Lumsden replied on behalf 
of his confreres, expressing regret that 
all the members of their party had been 
tillable to visit the Boundary country, 
whose fame as a now factor in the cop- 
per markets had already reached the 
Mother Country. By dividing up their 
party into sections during tho remainder 
of their stay, however, more ground 
would be covered, and the results aim- 
ed at could he more readily secured. 
Throughout their long tour they had 
been wrestling with the unsolvable prob- 
lem of spaeo and time, because space 
comsumed time and time consumed 
epace. It afforded him. great pleasure 
to state that the members of the party 
had boon deeply impressed with the 
■boundless resources of Canada, and es- 
pecially those of British 'Columbia. 
'Every day of their tour in tho province 
had-opened a new chapter of surprises in 
regard to timber, agriculture, fisheries 
and mineral wealth. They looked for- 
ward with .pleasure to nn inspection of 
the Granby and Snowshoe mines at

Tho 
visitors spent, nearly an hour in tho fur- 
nace room and power house, and their 
iwonder increased when they saw the 
hig converters transmuting the molteu 
motel into blister copper. Mr. Lums- 
den declared that it was one of the 
finest sights he had seen in his travels. 
'Mr. Lesage, of the London Daily Tele- 
graph, in an interview, said: "Our 
visit to 'Bosslaud and the Boundary 
country will go a long way towards en- 
lightening the British public respecting 
the vast minernl resources of Sontheru 
Britsh Columbia. We were amazed to 
learn of tho marvelous development that 
has taken place in the Boundary during 
the short period of three years.

Clover 31 inches long, aud oats 
four feet eight inches high show that 
growth must be phenomenal during the 
short summer. Rhubarb measured 15 
inches in length, and four inches in cir- 
cumference, and celery is exhibited 14 
inches long. Turnips are even largor, 
one rutabaga measuring 33 by 20 inches. 
Potatoes o inches long would, bo no dis-> 
credit to even the fertile gardous of this, 
province or tho territories, but appar- 
ently the Yukon can grow, them up to 
that size. Carrots inches in leugtrl 
and the same in girth and beets 21 in- 
ches in circumference nre, shown. The 
exhibit was shipped from tho gardens ofl 
Messrs. Foichart & Son, one mile east of 
Dawson, aud arrived in splendid condi- 
tion this morning. They will be shipped 
immediately to tho State fairs about to 
be held ut St. Paul, Grand Forks, Du- 
luth aud Watertowu, South Dakota.

It. was expected 
that these rails would he landed here for 
the Victoria Terminal railway, and 2,- 
iHM) tons of the rails were consigned 
to fins city. In the meantime, however, 
other arrangements have been made for 
the disposition of these rails, and they, 
are now to bo forwarded to Portland for 
use in a branch line to be constructed 
out of that city. Efforts are being made 
to have the steamer take them to Port- 
land. They will be taken to Seattle by 
the steamer today, where the Ping Suey 
proceeds after discharging her 200 tons 
of general merchandise from England 
and tho Continent for Victoria mer- 
chants. The Ping Suey left Antwerp 
on May 2."> and proceeded to Glasgow, 
and after loading fun her cargo at Liv- 
erpool she voyaged via the Suez canal 
to 'Singapore, and thence via (Hongkong, 
Shanghai, Moji, Kobe and Yokohama to 
Victoria. She eneourtered a typhoon 
when in the China seas, but was not 
seriously damaged. She was in colli- 
sion, too, off tho China coast with the 
steamer Belanrig, and was delayed! ten 
days at Yokohama to effect repairs. At 
Yokohama she spoke the cable steamer 
Colonia, which left that port on the -S\h 
and is now due here. The Colonia will 
coal at Esquimalt for several days, 
scows being brought to that harbor by* 
a licet of tugs to coal the big craft. 
After coaling the Colonia will proceed 
to Hamlield creek to commence laying 
the long cable to Panning island— tho 
longest stretch of cable in the world. 
There were three passengers on the Ping 
iSuey. 11. (Men Walker, of the staff of 
the China Mutual line at Shanghai was 
en route to Texas on a visit; I'. A. 
dleege, of Yokohama, was en route to 
Chicago to enter college, while It. J. 
Ackland, formerly of the C. P. N.

Victorians also arrived on a visit to this 
coast. iHe is now connected with Strach- 
u n & Co., of Kobe.

The superintendent explained In thhs con- 
nection tnnt hist year Mr. Ounliell had con- 
ducted an extra class on Fridays for teach- 
ers, which had been paid out of the Muc- 
douald fund, but Mr. Uohlusou. who was 
the trustee of that fund this year, did not 
wish to have the fund so charged. Either 
tho teachers who took the course or the 
trustees would now have to pay these 
classes. Mr. Dunncll had stated that the 
cost of twenty lessons would he SUo for a 
class of twelve. The material used would 
come out of the regular fund. The com- 
munication was received and laid on the 
table, pending the ascertaining by the su- 
perintendent, of the number of teachers who 
would take the course. 

The superintendent stated that Miss Mur- 
chant and Miss Tingley who had spent their 
holidays taking tin- brush drawing and 
clay modeling, were anxious to take the 
work up In their classes at the same time 
that the boys were in the manual training 
classes.

Trustee Drnry drew attention to the fact 
that two or three Chinese, about IS years 
of nge, had Joined the primary division 
among little tots of children. They had 
completely disorganized the class, as they 
could not talk a word of English and the 
teachers could not make them understand 
that i hey had to keen quiet, and they were 
chattering away to each other In Chinese 
In ordinary conversational tones, lie had 
wondered when he approached the school, 
where all the noise was coming from and 
was astonished when he went Into ihe 
room to Hud what was going on. Certain 
it was that It was Impossible to keen order 
under the circumstances. 

.Miss I'otts was elected to the position of, 
teacher on the High School stall' at n Bili- 
ary of .*boo per annum. Trustee Drnry ob- 
jected to the salary being paid #s from tliu 
1st of August. 

Superintendent Eaton pointed mil that 
tho teachers were appointed and paid for 
the school year. The new teachers who 
commenced their duties ...n the lirst of the 
school year were on precisely the same 
footing as those who had been employed 
the year before. When the school year was 
over they had all done a year's work, and 
all were entitled to a year's wages. The 
misapprehension arose through the fact 
that the last Instalment of the salaries was 
held back for a month, but no teachers 
were paid for the holidays. 

Trustee llogu's moved thai the appoint- 
ment be made as from Ihe 1st September, 
paymoni to be made proportionately for the 
tiino eploved iii teaching during August.

Thustee Matson then introduced Miss 
MeNa lighten Jones, who wished to obtain 
th,- privilege of supplying light lunches at 
the New High School.

■RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 

Recently the president of tho United 
States came within measurable distance 
of losing his life through the collision 
of a motor car with the coach in which 
he was driving. If the accident had 
been fatal to the president, it is super- 
fluous to point out what a fearful calam- 
ity his loss would have been to the 
United States at the present time. He 
is a powerful man and a popular man, a 
man who can be trusted at the helm not 
to forget the interests of the people as a 
whole. , At tho present time tho United 
States is plunging forward under a full 
head of steam. Certain economic ten- 
dencies of modern civilization aro work- 
ing out their effects with a splendid dis- 
regard for the common weal, aud gov- 
ernment as generally understood, seems 
to have placed the clash of private in- 
terest above a calm consideration of 
the general good. The loss of a strong 
president like Roosevelt would have been 
an unheard of, an irreparable calamity. 
Yet how narrowly it was averted. Tho 
car which nearly ended the career of the 
president possessed motors of sixty 
horse-power, and brakes so inadequate 
that it was impossible to stop it inside 
a distance of four hundred feet. What 
an engine of destruction to be turned 
louse in a public thoroughfare, and yet 
there appears to be no authority in the 
United States capable of enforcing a 
proper rate of speed ami adequate brakes 
iu the interests of the public. Accord- 
ing to the published statistics of the In- 
terstate Commerce Department, during 
tho first three months of this year 813 
persons were killed and [),'JoS wounded 
in railway (nut street railway; accidents 
in the United States. Of these some- 
what under ten per cent, were passen- 
gers. In Great Britain during the last 
period of twelve months for which sta- 
tistics are available, not one passenger 
lost his life in a railway accident, and 
tho casualties among railway employees 
were wonderfully few. There must be 
some reason for this remarkable differ- 
ence between tho two countries. Tho 
natural conditions are rather against 
Great Britain. The population is more 
congested aud the railway system more 
complicated. Tho reason for so much 
loss of life in the United States from 
railway accidents is put in a characteris- 
tic way by Rudyurd Kipling, quoting a 
hypothetical Xaukee: "There is con- 
siderably too much guessing about thi 
large nation. We guess a trestle, will 
stand forever, and we guess that wo can 
patch up a washout on the track, and 
we guess the road's clear, and some- 
times we guess ourselves into the deepot 
and sometimes we guess ourselves into 
hell." Tho reason for the comparative 
immunity of the traveling public in 
Great Britain is that the Board of Trade 
docs not go by guesswork. Woo be to 
the railway company whose operation of 
its system is not strictly up to tho letter 
of the law! The sanctity of human life 
is there a principlo which neither -the 
interests of capital, the rights 'of labor, 
nor any other social forces are permitted 
for a moment to ignore. The power and 



In a letter published in yesterday's 
Times by Mr. C. II. Lugriu, the follow 
.ag paragraph appears: 

On the question of Chinese exclusion, 
Mr. Borden showed that there is very' 
little of the demagogue about him, but 
lie was not as fair as he might have 
been. Ho asked why, if Natal and 
Australia were permitted to pass exclu- 
sive laws, Canada would not be allowed 
to do soV If he had been perfectly fail- 
he would have told his audience that 
the legislation referred to was passed 
long antecedent to the new relations 
between Great Britain aud Japan. Ho 
asked why the acts passed' by tho pro- 
vincial legislature were not allowed to 
remain on the statute book until their 
constitutionality hud been passed upon 
by the courts, but he surely knew, or 
if he did not. his audience certainly did, 
that the disallowance was in consequence 
of representations from the Imperial 
government. 

The Natal Act was passed by British 
Columbia long before Great Britain en- 
tered into any special relations with 
Japan. The' Anglo-Japanese treaty is 
not yet six months old. The Natal Act 
was not disallowed in consequence of 
representations from the Imperial gov- 
ernment. It was tho Ilight Honorable 
Joseph Chamberlain who suggested to 
the government of British Columbia to 
[iass tho .Natal Act, in a despatch dated 
the 10th of April, 1SU0. Mr. Chamber- 
lain desired the repeal of certain legis- 
lation in which Japanese were prevented 
by name from working on certain works. 
'Ho said, iu section 4 of his despatch: 

There is no difference between Her 
iMiijesiy's government and the govern- 
ment ui British Columbia as regards the 
object, namely to ensure that the 1-a- 
ciuc province of the Dominion shall be 
occupied by a large and tnoroughly Brit- 
ish population 

5. The ground of objection is tho 
method employed by the British Colum- 
bia legislature for securing this object 

their exclusion nominatuu. . 

0'. The exclusion of Japanese subjects, 
either from the province, or from em- 
ployment on public or quasi-public works 
iu tho province, by the operation of an 
educational test, such as is embodied in 
the Natal Immigration Law, is not a 
measure to which the government oi 
Japan can take exception. If the par- 
ticular test in that law is not regarded 
as suiHcient, there is no reason why a 
more stringent and effective one Of a 
similar character should not be adopted, 
so long as the disqualification is not 
based specifically on distinction of race 
or color. 

8. Her Majesty's government earnestly 
trust that on consideration of these ex- 
planations tho government of British 
Columbia will at once. procure the repeal 
of tho provisions complained of, and the 
substitution of legislation on tho fines 
indicated above. 

How anyone can argue in the face of 
this statement of Mr. Chamberlain's tlla* 
tho Natal Act as passed by the British 
Columbia legislature was disallowed "in 
consequence of representations from the 
Imperial government" we cannot con- 
ceive. The Imperial government pointed 
out the way, British Columbia followed 
it, and the Laurier government blocked 
it.

Found to Be Rich In 
Mineral. 



Progress of Work on the Tyee 
Smelter and Aerial 
Tramway. 



Thomas Kiddie, M. K., manager ol the 
Tree smelter at Laiijsmith, urnveu id 
tue city last night. Mr. Kiddie renom 
that good progress is being made on 
the smelter. The ore bins and rousting 
beds are completed, and the smelter 
building was raised yesterday. The 
masonry foundations for the boilers, en- 
gines and other machinery are now being; 
laid, while the closing in ot the buildiug 
will advance rapidly now that the frame 
is uu. 

Tho aerial tramway from the Tyee 
mine tn Someuos is finished and will lie 
ready for the transportation of ore re- 
gularly in a tew days. It 1ms been tlior- 
oughly tested with loaded cars and works 
satisfactorily, but requires certain ad- 
justments to put it iu perfect order. 

Speaking of the outlook for mining in 
the immediate vicinity of Ladysmith, and 
in the district tributary to the town, 
Mr. Kiddie says tho trail recently cut 
by the ii. &- S. Hallway company for 
ten miles west from the town has given 
prospectors an opportunity' to explore a 
largo new district which it 'was almost 
impossible u> reach before the trial was 
made. The country thus opened up is 
traversed by the same rich belt of schist 
in which the .Mount Sicker ami Brenton 
values have been found and it is more 
than probable that some very valuable 
ground will be found there in the near 
future. A week after the trail was com- 
picietl prospectors who took advantage 
of it were rewarded by finding good out- 
c loppings of copper and already several 
elaiins have been staked, somu of them 
carrying veins ot" a very promising char- 
acter, "in a collide of instances extra 
rich ore has been found which assays 
high in copper, gold and silver. 

In addition to this it is reported that 
a large body of iron lias been located 
near the trail and within easy distance 
of the town. Mr. Kiddie intends taking 
a trip up the trail to examine some of 
the new discoveries as soon as he can 
spare the time. From reports of new 
finds, which reach him almost daily, and 
tho samples of ore brought in by pros- 
pectors, Mr. Kiddie is inclined to be- 
lieve that Ladysmith will shortly become 
a copper camp rivalling Mount Sicker.

Native Japanese engineers and mana- 
gers have developed to a tremendous ex- 
tent the copper mines of Ashio, says 
Japan and America. There are ten 
thousand persons employed In the mines 
and furnaces, who with their families 
make up a city of seventeen thousand. 
Japan is now the fourth in rank of the 
copper producing countries, and the 
mines of Ashio, owned by Furukawa 
Ichibei, of Yokio, produce one-third the 
total of the empire. 

The average winjOy per day at tho 
mines for laborers is thirteen cents, to- 
gether with a stated quantity of rice 
and fuel. The miners are paid accord- 
ing to the quantity of ore extracted. Tho 
furnace and shaft men receive only 
eleven to thirty cents a day, and tho 
-women are paid seven cents. 

■STRIKE ON GItEEN MOUNTAIN. 

Ten Feet of Solid Ore Averaging $11 to 
the Ton. 

Tho recent strike at the Green Moun- 
tain mine has developed into extensive 
proportions. Manager Lawry states that 
ho is thoroughly satisfied with the out- 
look and will proceed at once to open 
up the lower levels of the property. 

The crosscut which tapped the "ledge 
some days ago was carried through the 
vein, and it was found that the ledge 
was ten feet in width (between well de- 
iined walls. The vein was solid ore and 
a sample across the face gave average 
assay values of $11 per ton. A drift was 
run for some 15 feet on the ore, aud 
the same conditions were found to pre- 
vail for this length. 

A contract is now to be let for 100 
feet of drifting on the ledge, and the 
company will continue sinking at once. 

The conditions at the -100-foot level , 
where the crosscut w;is driven show 
that the ore becomes more permanent 
with depth, and the company is encour- 
aged to proceed with the development 
of the vein at greater depth. 



AX Eli A OF GOOD TIMES. 

Interior Mining Camps Encouraged to 
Renewed Activity. 

J. V. Armstrong, the well known mi' • 
iug man of Revelstoke, Tvho arrived a 
the city yesterday on his wedding tov_-, 
reports j, general improvement in tho 
mining camps of tho interior. He re- 
cently visited Trail and Ros.iland and 
found iu both places a renewal of con- 
fidence and great activity in the mines. 
Mr. Armstrong was formerly interested 
in the Silver Cup and Triune mines, in 
Lardeau, and speaks highly of the value 
of those properties. He had been away 
from home for some time and could not 
give any recent news, but he had heard 
of a very important strike of free-mill- 
ing gold quartg 011 tho Oyster and Ross- 
land claims, near Camborne, the pro- 
perty of Messrs. Poole and Young. The 
tramway at tha Triune has been com- 
pleted, and it and the Silver Cup are 
now connected with Ferguson by tele- 
phone. 

'.Mr. Armstrong also informed the Col- 
onist that several of the mines on Trout 
lake arc making shipments einco the 
opening of the railway, ami it is hoped 
that these will bo made regularly as de- 
velopment proceeds.

The retail markets are featureless this 
week, there being practically no change 
that affects the average housekeeper. 
iLocal Bartlett peats are coming in iu 
good quantity and quality, as arc also 
prunes. The product of the local cream- 
ery grows scarce, but the price of that 
commodity remains tiie same. Fruit of 
all kinds is in great supply, 'but there 
is a very sad lack of. proper packing of 
their produce by the orchanlists here- 
abouts. A provision merchant, in point- 
ing out this only too apparent fault 
says: "It is almost impossible to get 
tho growers here to understand the way 
in which their fruit is prepared for 
market has everything to do with the 
price they get. Here is a case: Graven- 
stein apples from Oregon are wrapped 
in paper and put up in neat and handy 
packages, and fetch $1.40, while those— 
the same kind of apples from Salt 
Spring Island, anil just as good, only 
bring 75 cents, simply because they are 
thrown into any old box ami sent to 
market without the slightest attention 
being paid to appearances. Some few of 
the growers do put their fruit up iu pro 
per shape, anil reap the reward for their 
labor. Hut here (pointing to some ap- 
ples in all kinds of 'boxes) are some ap- 
ples as line as you would want to eat, 
thrown into a,U kinds of lioxos — jam 
cases, empty cracker boxes, in fact, any- 
thing, ami sent to market. We are told 
to sell them for what we can get, and 
it is little wonder that the returns often 
arc not sufllcient to pay freight charge 
from the orchard to the store. I hav 
sometimes taken boxes of this kind of 
fruit and sorted it out and polisbed it a 
little and sold it for 50 cents a box more 
than it would fetch before being so re- 
arranged." 

These observations of one who han- 
dles much of the local fruit should re- 
ceive attention from those concerned, 
for to many it has always seemed pass- 
ing strange that right through the sea- 
son such vast quantities of Imported 
apples aud pears should be sold here, 
■when it is a notorious fact that eating 
apples and Bartlett pears far superior 
to what reaches here from California 
are grown locally in great abundance; 
but unless picked in tho orchard, am 
seldom or never seen by the locnl con- 
sumer. ^.iJ -itl

BOOK REVIEWS 



Tho .Magistrate's Manual — The fourth 
edition of this very useful work has 
been issued by The Carswell Com- 
pany, Limited, tut Toronto: 
'The title page describes its scope very 
accurately. It is "founded on the Crimi- 
nal Code, 181)2, and the various nets re- 
lating to the rights, powers, and duties 
of Justices of the Peace, with a sum- 
mary of the Criminal Law." H. II. 
Clarke, barrister of Toronto, is tlhe au- 
thor. Over two thousand cases are 
cited, which gives some idea of the very 
thorough character of the work. The in- 
troductory chapter deals with the mag- 
isterial office, and iu addition to point; 
ing out wih at such officers may or muT 
not do, gives salutory advice, hacked up 
by decisions of the higher courts ns 
to the general course to he taken by 
justices of the peace, stipendiary and 
other magistrates, when cases are 
brought before them. Then the matter 
of procedure is taken up, the several sec- 
tions of the code being quoted, with 
copies, explanations, ami citations. All 
the forms prescribed by the code are 
given, as well as those used in prelimin- 
ary proceedings, summary convictions, 
speedy trials, and tho trial of juvenile 
offenders. This portion of the work 
tills .'!!)-( pages, Then follow 354 pages 
in which the criminal law of Canada ts 
summarized, the summary being alpha- 
betically arranged, w'hich adds greatly 
to the convenience of reference. The 
index is copious nnd very well arranged. 
Those who are familiar with the work 
of magisterial courts will be best able 
to appreciate the excellence of this pub- 
lication. Questions' are constantly aris- 
ing in such jurisdictions, which a lawyer 
will find difficulty In answering, and ir, on 
which tlhe non-professional magistrate is 
necessarily hopelessly at sen, but to loth 
classes illr. Clarke's book i* of great 
ynlue. Jt is. indeed, a publication which 
might find a place with advantage in any 
library, for it deals with matters coming 
uenr to the everyday life 0: He 'im- 
munity.
